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LE  GRAND  RICHARDS 


Elder  LeGrand  Richards,  both  by  inheri- 
tance and  by  preparation,  has  earned  his 
advancement  in  the  councils  of  the  Church. 
A  missionary  in  the  Netherlands  Mission  from 
1905  to  1908,  he  was  called  to  serve  as  mission 
president  of  that  mission  in  1913  for  a  three- 
year  term.  He  has  served  as  bishop  in  Sugar 
House  Ward  and  University  Ward  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  and  of  Glendale  Ward,  and  later 
as  stake  president  of  Hollywood  Stake,  both 
in  California.  He  also  served  on  the  high 
council  of  Liberty  Stake,  Salt  Lake  City.  He 
served  as  a  short-term  missionary  in  the 
Eastern  States,  and  as  president  of  the 
Southern  States  Mission  from  1933  to  1937. 

It  was  as  mission  president  that  he  became 
concerned  with  the  problems  confronting  mis- 
sionaries in  their  approach  to  peoples  of 
other  faiths.  As  a  result  of  his  labours  there 
and  elsewhere  in  the  Church,  he  prepared  a 
guide  for  missionaries  which  proved  excep- 
tionally helpful,  the  stimulating  volume,  A 
Marvellous  Work  and  a  Wonder.  His  force- 
fulness  together  with  his  ringing  testimony 
has  made  him  a  favourite  speaker  wherever 
he  has  travelled  —  and  he  has  travelled  widely 
throughout  the  Church. 


Elder  Richards  married  Ina  J.  Ashton, 
May  19,  1909,  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple.  She 
bore  him  eight  children,  two  of  whom  have 
passed  on. 

Elder  Richards'  spirit  shines  through  the 
first  words  he  uttered  after  his  appointment 
to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve.  Part  of  these 
words  follow: 

"The  Church  has  always  come  first  in  my 
life.  Wherever  the  call  of  the  Church  was, 
that  has  been  the  first  thing  I  have  considered. 
And  1  hope  I  will  be  acceptable  in  this  new 
calling  and  that  I  can  continue  to  serve  the 
people." 

The  old  saying,  "Once  a  bishop,  always  a 
bishop,"'  will  undoubtedly  prove  true  in  Elder 
Richards'  case,  for  the  people  of  the  Church 
looked  upon  him  as  a  father  in  the  Aaronic 
Priesthood  affairs  while  he  served  as  Presiding 
Bishop  of  the  Church  from  1938  to  1952, 
when  he  was  called  to  membership  in  the 
Council   of  the  Twelve. 

Elder  Richards'  testimony  breathes  the  true 
spirit  of  the  Gospel.  His  actions  are  an  out- 
standing example  to  the  members  of  the 
Church  throughout  the  world,  and  a  testimony 
that  God  chooses  His  leaders  well.

JOSEPH  F.  SMITH  was  ordained  an  Apostle  July   1st,  1866,  by  Brigham  Young. 

BRIGHAM  YOUNG  was  ordained  an  Apostle  February  14th,  1835.  under  the  hands 
of  three  witnesses,  Oliver  Cowdery,  David  Whitmer  and  Martin  Harris,  who 
were  blessed  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  of  the  Presidency  (Joseph  Smith.  Sidney 
Rigdon  and  Frederick  G.  Williams),  to  choose  and  ordain  the  Twelve  Apostles 
(D.  &  C.  18  :  37;  History  of  the  Church,  Vol.  2,  pp.  187-188),  after  which  the 
Presidency  laid  their  hands  upon  them  and  confirmed  their  blessings  and 
ordinations  (Times  and  Seasons,  Vol.  6,  p.  868). 

JOSEPH  SMITH  and  OLIVER  COWDERY  received  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood  in 

1829  from  Pe'er,  James  and  John. 


PETER,  JAMES  and  JOHN  were  Apostles  and  angelic  ministers  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  chosen  and  ordained  by  Him  (John   15  :  16),

ELDER  HUNTER  IN  GUATE- 
MALA: Elder  Milton  R.  Hunter 
of  the  First  Council  of  Seventy, 
and  a  group  of  Church  members 
recently  visited  Guatemala  City 
to  tour  the  Book  of  Mormon 
lands. 

The  party  visited  a  number  of 
archaeological  ruins  and  mu- 
seums in  Guatemala,  Yucatan 
and  Mexico. 

They  left  Los  Angeles  by 
plane  for  Guatemala  City.  They 
remained  five  days  there  and 
went  on  by  plane  for  a  five-day 
stop  in  Merida,  Yucatan.  Here 
they  visited  the  ruins  of  Chichen 
Itza,  Uxmal,  Kebah  and  mu- 
seums in  he  city  of  Merida. 

They  then  went  on  for  an 
11-day  stop  in  Mexico  City. 
They  used  Mexico  City  as  head- 
quarters and  visited  ruins  and 
museums  and  tourists  sites  with- 
in a  wide  area. 

Members  of  the  party  re- 
turned by  plane  to  Los  Angeles 
on  January  6.  Elder  Hunter 
remained  for  an  additional  10 
days  to  visit  with  Jose  Davila, 
branch  president  at  Puebla,  and 
the  only  Mexican  Mormon 
guide.  They  visited  together  m 
Palenque,  Mexico,  and  m 
Piedras  Negras,  Tikal,  and 
Quiriqua  in  Guatemala  and  in 
Copan,  Honduras.  Their  pur- 
pose was  to  study  and  photo- 
graph archaeological  ruins. 

CHAPEL  DEDICATED  IN 
URUGUAY:  Elder  Mark  E. 
Petersen  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  dedicated  a  new  chapel 
in  Montevideo,  Uruguay  last 
December.

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PROBLEMS   OF   OUR 
YOUTH 


Conference    Address   of    Elder    LeGrand 
Richards  of  the  Council   of  the  Twelve. 


As  one  who,  for  many  years,  has  been 
particularly  interested  in  the  problems  of 
youth,  I  have  come  face  to  face  with  thousands 
of  the  young  people  of  this  great  land.  I 
have  looked  into  their  promising  countenances, 
have  grasped  their  hands,  have  shared  their 
dreams  and  aspirations.  I  love  them,  and  I 
feel  concern  for  them.  I  have  come  to  feel 
that  more  than  anything  else,  they  need  to 
be  taught  faith  in  God  and  in  His  eternal 
principles.  They  live  in  a  world  of  changing 
standard  and  attitudes;  but  God  has  not 
changed,  for  He  is  the  same  yesterday,  today 
and  forever,  and  His  principles  and  com- 
mandments are  immutable. 

And  so  today  I  should  like  to  direct  my 
remarks  to  the  youth  of  the  land,  and  to  all 
who  lead  them.  They  are  at  the  crossroads, 
and  I  speak  with  their  future  happiness  in 
mind. 

Jesus,  the  Great  Teacher,  in  order  to  help 
men  choose  the  proper  course  of  life,  the 
road  which  would  bring  them  eternal  happi- 
ness, said: 

"Enter  ye  in  at  the  strait  gate:  for  wide 
is  the  gate,  and  broad  is  the  way,  that  leadeth 
to  destruction,  and  many  there  be  which  go  in 
thereat: 

"Because  strait  is  the  gate,  and  narrow  is 
the  way.  which  leadeth  unto  life,  and  few 
there  be  that  find  it."    (Matthew  7  :  13-14.) 

To  every  individual  comes  the  responsibility 
of  choosing  his  way;  the  wide  and  broad  way, 
that  leadeth  to  destruction;  or  the  straight 
and  narrow  way  which  leadeth  unto  life  — 
and,  I  should  like  to  add:  to  respect,  achieve- 
ment and  happiness. 

With  this  in  mind,  1  call  attention  to  three 
of  many  problems  with  which  our  youth  are 
faced.  The-  first  1  mention  is  the  growing 
practice  of  profanity.  Our  young  people  are 
particularly  susceptible  to  it.  During  the  war 
many  communications  were  received  from 
men  in  the  Armed  Forces  containing  alarming 
statements  such  as  this: 

"I  have  been  amazed,  astonished,  and  dis- 
gusted at  some  of  the  things  I  have  seen  and 
heard  in  the  six  weeks  that  I  have  been  with 


Uncle  Sam.  I  never  expected  to  hear  the 
swearing  and  vile  talk  that  I  have  heard  not 
in  a  so-called  Christian  country.  Where  have 
the  parents  been  to  let  a  generation  grow  up 
so  morally  wrong?" 

And  to  this  question  might  be  added:  Where 
have  the  teachers  of  our  youth  been,  and 
have  we  of  the  clergy  done  all  that  we  might 
have  done? 

The  Lord  has  never  rescinded  the  com- 
mandment He  gave  to  Israel  of  old  through 
His  great  Prophet  Moses: 

"Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the 
LORD  thy  God  in  vain;  for  the  LORD  will 
not  hold  him  guiltless  that  taketh  His  name 
in  vain."    (Exodus  20  :  7.) 

Have  we  as  parents  taught  our  children 
ihis  great  commandment  in  sincerity,  so  they 
may  have  reason  to  feel  their  parents  believe 
the  Lord  meant  what  He  said?  It  is  difficult 
to  understand  how  a  person  may  truly 
approach  God  in  prayer,  seeking  a  blessing 
at  His  hand,  and  at  the  same  time  be  so  dis- 
respectful as  to  take  His  name  in  vain.  During 
the  dark  days  of  the  Civil  War,  Lincoln  issued 
an  order  to  the  Army  and  Navy  which  con- 
tained the  following  statement:  "The  discipline 
and  character  of  the  National  Forces  should 
not  suffer,  nor  the  cause  they  defend  be  im- 
perilled by  the  profanation  of  the  Sabbath 
Day  or  the  name  of  the  Most  High." 

We  are  told  that  he  went  "so  far  as  to 
admonish  a  certain  general,  who  was  addicted 
to  the  habit  of  profanity,  to  abandon  the 
habit  himself  and  to  use  his  authority  to 
discourage  it  among  the  soldiers." 

Profanity  is  incompatible  with  reverence. 
Surely  at  this  critical  time  in  our  nation's 
history,  when  we  need  the  sustaining  help  of 
God.  we  should  see  that  we  offend  Him  not 
by  reason  of  our  language.  I  appeal  to  our 
young  people  everywhere  to  hold  in  rever- 
ence the  sacred  name  of  Deity,  that  they  may 
walk  acceptably  before  the  Lord  and  so  that 
should  there  come  a  time  in  their  lives  when 
they    need    his   sustaining   help   they   may   go

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A  STALWART  MEMBER 

OF  THE 

SOUTH  AFRICAN   MISSION 


On  the  13th  of  November,  1870,  the  life 
ot  one  of  South  Africa's  stalwart  members 
in  the  Gospel  began  when  Edwin  Joseph 
Jakins  started  his  earthly  calling.  Young 
Edwin's  early  life  was  spent  near  Grahams- 
town,  Lower  Albany,  where  he  was  born  and 
where  he  learnt  the  ways  of  the  farmer. 
He  learnt  quickly  and  at  the  early  age  of 
18  years  he  left  home  to  take  charge  of  a 
gioup  of  three  ostrich  and  cattle  farms.  For 
30  years  he  was  busily  engaged  in  this  work, 
but  then  the  ostrich  feather  industry  failed 
and  Edwin  was  forced  to  leave  this  type  of 
occupation  and  begin  working  with  various 
irrigation  schemes,  eventually  arriving  in  the 
Cape  at  the  Steenbras  Water  Works.  He  made 
his  home  at  Gordons  Bay  and  at  the  Strand, 
where  he  was  living  in  1901  when  he  married 
Edith  Emma  Bradfield,  who,  like  himself,  was 
a  descendant  of  the  1820  settlers. 

It  was  while  Edwin  was  living  at  the  Strand 
that  the  Mormon  Elders  first  met  him.  After 
a  year  of  investigation  study  and  prayer. 
Edwin,  his  wife,  and  four  members  of  the 
family  were  baptised  at  "Cumorah"  on  July 
5th.  1931.  From  here  Brother  Jakins  quickly 
progressed  in  the  Gospel  as  he  helped  Elder 
and  Sister  W.  H.  Brummer  set  up  a  small 
branch  at  the  Strand.  He  then  moved  to 
Parow,  near  Capt  Town,  where  he  again 
carried  on  the  work  of  the  Lord  by  organizing 
a  branch  in  that  area.  Brother  Jakins  served 
as  Branch  President  and  Sunday  School  Super- 
intendent for  a  number  of  years  in  this  area. 

In  September,  1934,  he  was  ordained  as 
Elder  by  President  Don  Mack  Dalton.  He 
accepted  the  responsibilities  bestowed  by  this 
calling  humbly  yei  enthusiastically  as  he 
applied  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  in  his  life. 

As  the  year  1938  was  coming  to  a  close 
Brother  Jakins  lost  the  companionship  of  his 
wife  when  God  called  her  to  the  other  side. 
This  was  an  unhappy  occasion  in  the  life  of 
Edwin  Jakins,  but  he  sought  comfort  in  the 
Gospel   and  was  not  disappointed. 

The  world  situation  was  looking  very  dim 
as  the   European  war  became  a  world-wide

affair.  The  young  missionaries  labouring  in 
South  Africa  felt  the  effects  of  the  world's 
troubled  circumstance  as  they  left  this  land 
responding  to  the  call  of  their  home  country. 
Then  in  the  year  1943  Brother  Edwin  Jakins 
was  called  to  carry  on  the  unfinished  work 
of  the  departed  missionaries  and  accepted  the 
call  of  a  two-year  mission  which  he  filled  in 
Port  Elizabeth,  Grahamstown  and  East 
London.  Twice  during  his  mission  he  was 
recalled  from  his  area  to  "Cumorah,"  where 
he  took  charge  of  the  mission  home  and 
offices  while  President  and  Sister  Sharp  toured 
the  mission  field,  visiting  the  different 
Branches  of  the  Church. 

For  the  last  few  years  Brother  Jakins  has 
lived  with  his  eldest  son,  Eric,  at  Eerste  River, 
Cape,  where  he  takes  an  active  part  in  the 
Beilville  Branch.  He  is  acting  as  first  coun- 
sellor in  the  branch  while  teaching  the  kinder- 
garten class  in  the  Sunday  school.  With  over 
eighty  years  of  experience  behind  him  he 
keeps  the  interest  of  his  listeners  as  he  pro- 
claims the  truths  of  the  Gospel  to  those  at- 
tending Church  services.  He  mixes  the  events 
of  his  life  into  the  Gospel  and  makes  it  a 
living  reality  to  those  listening  to  him  speak. 

Edwin  Jakins  has  lived  a  long  and  eventful 
life   in   the   service   of  his   Heavenly   Father.

to  Him  with  good  conscience  and  call   upon 
Him  with  faith  that  He  will  hear  their  plea. 

1  now  pass  to  a  second  problem  confront- 
ing our  youth,  and  that  is  the  indiscriminate 
and  intemperate  use  of  alcoholic  beverages. 
A  short  time  ago  I  was  asked  to  speak  to 
the  inmates  of  the  state  penitentiary.  At  the 
close  of  the  meeting  quite  a  number  remained 
to  discuss  their  problems  with  me,  and  I  was 
invited  to  return  and  talk  to  the  Alcoholics 
Anonymous  group.  1  listened  to  the  stories 
of  some  of  this  group.  The  leader,  a  com- 
paratively young  man,  said  something  like 
this:  "I  thank  God  for  the  privilege  of  being 
in  this  institution."  I  was  surprised  at  what 
he  said,  but  he  went  on  to  explain:  "Before 
1  came  here  I  was  no  good  to  myself,  to  my 
family,  or  my  country.  I  was  no  good  period. 
But  now  I  have  hope  that  when  I  leave  here 
I  will  be  worth  something  to  somebody." 

Can  you  imagine  a  man  having  followed 
the  "broad"  road  so  far  that  he  could  thank 
God  for  the  privilege  of  being  behind  prison 
bars  in  the  hope  that  he  might  be  able  to 
extirpate  himself,  and  again  be  able  to  plant 
his  feet  on  the  straight  and  narrow  way 
"which  leadeth  unto  life"? 

One  cannot  go  among  such  men  without 
having  his  heart  touched  with  great  sympathy 
for  them  and  their  families.  You  think  of 
all  the  factors  which  brought  them  to  this 
status.  You  think  of  blighted  hopes  and 
aspiration.  You  wonder  if  perhaps  their 
parents  set  them  along  this  path  by  reason 
of  a  bad  example.  As  you  look  at  a  man 
helpless,  no  longer  master  of  himself,  you 
think  of  the  man  who  induced  him  to  take 
his  first  drink. 

The  Lord  has  made  it  clear  that  our  bodies 
are  the  tabernacles  of  our  spirits.  We  cannot 
abuse  and  offend  the  body  without  offending 
our  Creator.  To  our  young  people  I  should 
like  to  say  that  we  live  in  a  time  when  com- 
petition, whether  in  war  or  in  peace,  demands 
clear  minds  and  steady  hearts.  It  becomes 
each  of  us  to  refrain  from  those  substances 
which  in  any  way  might  impair  our  abilities 
or  which  might  place  us  in  a  position  where 
we  no  longer  would  feel  that  we  were  on 
the  Lord's  side. 

I  have  time  to  mention  only  one  other 
matter  and  I  do  so  with  concern  in  my  heart 
for  our  young  people.  I  speak  of  virtue  and 
chastity.     It  is  encouraging  to  find  men  and 


women  in  all  walks  of  life  who  are  seriously 
disturbed  about  our  moral  standards.  I  state 
my  case  with  a  quotation  from  the  "Woman's 
Home  Companion"  of  September,  1949.  under 
the  heading  "Is  Chastity  Outmoded?" 

"Today  we  talk  about  sex  with  an  unem- 
barrassed frankness  that  would  have  filled  our 
grandparents  with  amazement  and  horror. 
This  new  liberty  of  speech  has  its  counter- 
part in  behaviour.  In  many  circles  the  tradi- 
tional restraints  in  sex  conduct  are  considered 
stuffy  and  out  of  fashion.  "Chastity,  say 
modern  people,  is  outmoded." 

People  may  have  changed  their  thinking, 
but  God  has  not  changed.  His  laws  are 
eternal.  Truth  is  eternal  If  we  will  save 
our  civilization,  it  will  be  because  we  return 
to  an  observance  of  God's  laws. 

The  Lord  gave  unto  ancient  Israel  the  com- 
mandment: "Thou  shall  not  commit  adultery." 
(Exodus  20  :  14.)  And  the  Saviour  put  His 
stamp  of  approval  upon  this  commandment 
and  added: 

"Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  by  them 
of  old  time.  Thou  shall  not  commit  adultery: 

"But  I  say  unto  you,  That  whosoever 
looketh  on  a  woman  to  lust  after  he  hath 
committed  adultery  with  her  already  in  his 
heart."    (Matthew  5  :  27-28.) 

In  the  light  of  such  a  statement,  surely  no 
Christian  can  feel  that  chastity  is  outmoded. 
An  American  prophet.  Alma,  taught  his  son. 
Corianton,  that  adultery  was  "most  abomin- 
able above  all  sins  save  it  be  the  shedding 
of  innocent  blood  or  denying  the  Holy 
Ghost":  that  "wickedness  never  was  happi- 
ness"; and  that  "no  unclean  thing  can  inherit 
the  kingdom  of  God." 

I  am  happy  to  represent  a  people  who  have 
taught  such  from  the  beginning  of  our  his- 
tory. We  are  striving  to  teach  our  children, 
as  our  parents  have  taught  us,  that  there  is 
no  double  standard  of  morality  and  virtue  in 
the  sight  of  God;  that  He  expects  every  man 
to  protect  his  virtue,  and  that  of  every 
woman,  even  though  it  might  cost  him  his 
life  so  to  do.  To  the  boys  of  our  Church, 
upon  entering  the  Armed  Forces  and  leaving 
their  homes,  the  Presidency  of  the  Church 
made  this  statement:  "Better  dead  clean  than 
alive  unclean." 

During  the  last  war,  a  doctor  who  was 
returning  from  service  in  the  Islands  of  the 
Pacific  said  to  me:   "In  the  islands  everyone 
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lets  his  standards  down."  Then  he  added, 
"But  there  was  a  young  nurse  there  from  your 
community  whom  no  man  could  touch.  She 
said,  'I  left  my  home  clean,  and  I  am  going 
to  return  the  way  I  left.'  "  It  was  her  faith 
in  God,  and  her  respect  for  the  teachings  of 
her  parents  and  church,  that  gave  her  the 
courage  to  choose  the  straight  and  narrow 
way,  "which  leadeth  unto  life." 

Surely  her  children  and  her  children's  chil- 
dren unto  the  latest  generation  will  call  her 
blessed  for  the  nobility  of  her  soul.  When 
I  think  of  this  girl,  and  thousands  like  her,  I 
compare  them  with  Joseph  who  was  sold  into 
Egypt  by  his  brothers  and  who  later  became 
the  saviour  of  his  father's  family.  Potiphar's 
wife  tried  repeatedly  to  seduce  him,  but  as 
he  resisted  her  and  fled  from  her  he  said: 

".  .  .  How  can  I  do  this  great  wicked- 
ness, and  sin  against.  God?"   (Genesis  39  :  9.) 

"How  glorious  is  he  who  lives  the  chaste 
life.  He  walks  unfearful  in  the  full  glare  of 
the  noonday  sun,  for  he  is  without  moral 
infirmity.  He  can  be  reached  by  no  shafts 
of  base  calumny,  for  his  armour  is  without 
flaw.  His  virtue  cannot  be  challenged  by 
any  just  accuser,  for  he  lives  above  reproach. 
His  cheek  is  never  blotched  with  shame,  for 
his  is  without  hidden  sin.  He  is  honoured 
and  respected  by  all  mankind,  for  he  is  beyond 
their  censure.  He  is  loved  by  the  Lord,  for 
he  stands  without  blemish.  The  exaltations 
of  eternities  await  his  coming."  (Message  of 
the  First  Presidency,  October,   1942.) 

And  so  I  plead  with  the  youth,  keep  your- 
selves clean.  Virtue  may  be  old-fashioned, 
but  it  is  the  foundation  on  which  great  charac- 
ters, and  great  families,  and  great  nations  are 
established;  and  without  it  decay  is  inevitable. 

I  have  some  fear  that  we,  the  spiritual 
leaders  of  the  people,  in  our  interpretation 
of  the  word  of  the  Lord  with  respect  to  the 
great  principles  of  repentance  and  forgiveness 
of  sin,  have  so  emphasised  the  principle  of 
forgiveness  that  an  attitude  of  complacency 
is  growing  among  us  based  on  the  assumption 
that  if  we  sin  a  little  we  may  be  forgiven  to 
go  on  our  way  without  loss.  I  am  inclined 
to  believe  that  we  are  in  need  of  placing 
greater  emphasis  on  abstinence  from  sin  and 
less  on  forgiveness,  for  God  has  not  abrogated 
the  law  that  as  ye  sow,  so  shall  ye  reap. 

And  so,  in  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  urge 
our  youth  as  they  go  into  the  Armed  Services, 
or  as  they  prepare  to  meet  life,  to  resist  the 
temptation  to  profane  the  name  of  Deity  that 
they     may     keep     their     bodies     free    from 


those  substances  which  will  impede  their  pro- 
gress; and  to  live  according  to  the  laws  of 
virtue  that  generations  to  come  may  call  them 
blessed. 

Finally,  a  word  to  those  who  teach  and 
lead  the  youth  of  the  lands:  Our  great  re- 
sponsibility is  to  teach  the  youth,  with  the 
full  power  of  example  and  precept,  that  the 
Lord  desires  that  His  children  should  be 
happy,  and  that  the  way  of  happiness  is 
righteousness.  If  we  are  remiss  in  this 
responsibility,  God  will  not  hold  us  guiltless. 

My  parting  counsel  and  advice  I  give  unto 
you  in  the  word  of  the  Prophet  Joshua,  who 
said  in  speaking  to  the  hosts  of  Israel: 

".  .  .  choose  you  this  day  whom  ye  will 
serve;  .  .  .  but  as  for  me  and  my  house, 
we  will  serve  the  LORD."    (Joshua  24  :  15.) 

God  help  us  to  choose  the  right  and  to 
assist  others  so  to  do,  I  humbly  pray  in  the 
name   of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord.     Amen.

And  then  it  began  A  soft  patter  enveloped 
the  pavilion  in  which  the  congregation  sat.  It 
rose  from  a  whispering  promise  to  a  roaring 
fulfilment.  The  prayer  was  ended,  but  they 
sat  with  their  heads  still  bowed,  afraid  to  see 
what  their  prayers  and  faith  had  wrought. 
And  when  they  finally  looked:  wonder  and 
ecstatic  joy  filled  them  and  shone  from  their 
faces.  A  little  girl,  aged  about  nine  years.

that  faith  with  all  our  hearts  and  minds  and 
with  every  fibre  of  our  beings;  we  must 
exhort  the  world  towards  that  divine  goal  of 
repentance  by  showing  our  faith  in  every 
action  of  our  daily  lives.  (May  God  help  me 
that  I  will  practise  what  I  preach.) 

I  have  taken  extracts  from  several  discourses 
given  at  various  times  by  leaders  in  the 
Church  regarding  this  subject  of  faith,  and  I 
would  like  to  give  these  small  gems  of 
philosophy  to  you  so  that  you  can  take  them 
away  with  you  tonight  and  nurture  them 
within  your  hearts. 

Our  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  included  the 
word  faith  in  his  discourse  on  happiness.  He 
quoted  from  the  scriptures  and  said,  "Men 
are  that  they  may  have  joy."  Then  he  ex- 
plains: "That  means  that  the  very  purpose 
of  our  being  here  on  this  earth  is  to  secure 
happiness.  Happiness  is  the  very  object  and 
design  of  our  existence  and  it  will  be  the  end 
thereof,  if  we  pursue  the  path  that  leads  to 
it.  This  path  is  virtue,  uprightness,  faithful- 
ness, holiness  and  keeping  all  the  command- 
ments of  God." 

John  Widstoe  wrote:  "Forgetfulness  of  his 
previous  existence  is  the  first  condition  im- 
posed upon  man  on  earth.  The  pleasant 
places  and  happy  events  of  the  spirit  world 
must  be  forgotten.  The  mind  of  man  must 
be  centred  upon  the  earth  and  his  life  among 
his  fellow  men.  With  respect  to  the  world 
from  which  he  came,  man  must  walk  upon 
earth  by  faith.  Spirituality  is  first  an  attitude 
of  faith  towards  eternal  realities.  Faith  in 
God  and  the  unseen  world;  faith  in  man's 
family  relationship  to  God,  and  faith  in  the 
great  plan  under  which  earth  and  man  have 
their  existence  and  destiny." 

This  unswerving  faith  is  the  cornerstone 
upon  which  we  build  our  testimonies  and 
upon  which  we  fashion  our  spiritual  educa- 
tion and  growth.  Faith  is  the  first  and  funda- 
mental law  or  principle  of  progress.  Faith 
is  a  certainty  of  knowledge.  It  is  the  highest 
form  of  knowledge,  since  it  employs  in  its 
establishment  every  power  of  man.  Know- 
ledge tested  and  tried  is  then  the  beginning

of  faith.  For  that  reason  it  is  impossible  for 
a  man  to  be  saved  in  ignorance.  The  extent 
of  a  person's  faith  depends  on  the  amount  of 
his  knowledge.  The  more  knowledge  he 
gathers,  the  more  extensive  becomes  his  field 
of  faith.  However,  the  degree  of  faith 
possessed  by  any  man  depends  not  upon  the 
extent  of  his  knowledge.  Thus  a  man .  of 
great  knowledge  may  have  weak  faith,  while 
one  of  limited  information  may  have  strong 
faith. 

Faith  pertains  to  living  beings  and  there- 
fore is  active,  growing,  ever  increasing.  Living 
faith  leads  its  possessor  to  works  correspond- 
ing to  his  knowledge.  "EVEN  SO  FAITH 
IF  IT  HAS  NO  WORKS  IS  DEAD."  (James 
2  :  17.)  Nowhere  have  I  found  the  word  faith 
standing  alone.  Always  it  has  been  coupled 
with  some  other  precept  which  enlarges  and 
enhances  its  prospects.  Only  by  his  works, 
and  expression  of  his  faith,  may  a  man  be 
safely  judged. 

The  acceptance  of  two  principles,  faith  and 
repentance,  form  the  first  requirements  for 
membership  in  this  Church.  We  are  baptized 
as  an  evidence  of  our  faith. 

In  verse  6,  chapter  12  of  the  Book  of  Ether, 
Moroni  says:  "I  would  show  unto  the  world 
that  faith  is  things  which  are  hoped  for  and 
not   seen    wherefore   dispute   not   because   ye 


see  not,  for  ye  receive  not  witness  until  after 
the  trial  of  your  faith." 

My  Brothers  and  Sisters,  if  you  read  that 
12th  chapter  of  the  Book  of  Ether  you  will 
find  that  the  word  faith  occurs  thirty-three 
times.  I  found  it  one  of  the  most  stimulating 
pieces  of  reading  that  I  have  had  the  pleasure 
of  indulging  in  for  many  years. 

Each  and  everyone  of  us  is  helping  to  build 
here  upon  this  beautiful  earth  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  Let  the  foundation  we  build  as 
individuals  be  strong  and  firm  —  concreted 
in  a  bed  of  solid  faith. 

By  now  this  little  word  must  be  ringing 
in  your  ears;  I  certainly  hope  that  it  is.  I 
hope  and  pray,  too,  that  by  our  individual 
efforts  as  Latter-day  Saints,  and  by  our  col- 
lective progression  as  a  Church  body  we  may 
exercise  our  faith  continually  to  the  external 
glory  of  our  Father  in  heaven. 

To  close,  I  would  like  to  read  again  that 
verse  from  2nd  Nephi  which  I  read  to  you 
at  the  commencement  of  this  talk. 

"For  if  there  be  no  Christ  there  be  no 
God,  and  if  there  be  no  God  we  are  not, 
for  there  could  have  been  no  creation. 
But  there  is  a  God,  and  he  is  Christ, 
and  he  cometh  on  the  fullness  of  his 
own  time."      Amen. 
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It  is  an  Institution  form'd  to  bless 
The  poor,  the  widow,  and  the  fatherless — 
To  clothe  the  naked  and  the  hungry  feed. 
And  in  the  holy  paths  of  virtue,  lead. 

To  seek  out  sorrow,  grief  and  mute  despair, 
And  light  the  lamp  of  hope  eternal  there — 
To  try  the  strength  of  consolation's  art 
By  breathing  comfort  to  the  mourning  heart. 

To  chase  the  clouds  that  shade  the  aspect,  where 
Distress  presides;  and  wake  up  pleasures  there — 
With  open  heart,  extend  the  friendly  hand 
To  hail  the  stranger,  from  a  distant  land. 

To  stamp  a  vetoing  impress  on  each  move 
That  virtue's  present  dictates  disapprove — 
To  put  the  tatler's  coinage,  scandal,  down, 
And  make  corruption  feel  its  with'ring  frown
